Construction for the lot 
should be under way by October. 

Also on the agenda for this year’s 
expansion movement will be the 
beginning of the long-awaited new 
library. Bids are due to be opened 
next spring with actual building 
scheduled for May. This modern 
new edition to campus comfort 
will seat approximately 300 students 
with ten rooms for instruction. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Dufour, classes to be 
taught there will probably be Eng- 
lish and social science. 
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The structure will parallel the 
gymnasium, with its east wall even 
with the gymnasium’s west wall, 
and will be located between the 
gymnasium and the art wing. 

Architect Jerome Kasavan, for- 
mer Hartnell student and graduate 


of the University of California, will: 


provide two or three listening 
rooms and two conference rooms in 
the $400,000 building. Mr. Kasa- 
van, who also did the layout for 
our present student union, plans
